The City of Albany contains many 
examples of fine architecture. Scat- 
tered throughout Albany were many 
beautiful older buildings. Many were in 
various levels of decay, due to the - 
lack of concern. 


The Albany Renaissance, however, . 
is still in its formative stages. All 
around us we can see the positive 
changes which will continue to shape 
our city. The Empire State Plaza, 
State University Plaza, the Ten Eyck 
Complex, Quakenbush Square, 
Robinson Square, The United Traction 
Building, The Brewster Building and 
Center Square are fine examples of 
this transition. The promise of change 
in evident in the restoration of the 1 
Y.M.C.A. (Steuben Place) and the 
ground work of the Albany Hilton, 
which will only further the rebuilding - 
of one of America’s oldest cities. 


These positive changes have not on- 
ly affected the physical nature of. 
Albany but have created a new at- 
titude in both residents and 
businessmen. Fine new restaurantes, 
new shops, new office facilities, and a 
renewed “night life” exemplify this in-

University Plaza is actually a cor 
plex of three very serviceable 
buildings, the contiguous D & H a 
Albany Journal Buildings, which 
completed and occupied two yea 
ago, and the Old Federal Building 
located next to the Albany Post Of 
which is still undergoing renovation 
When the complex is fully occupie 
will be the working home for 850 
employees. 

When State University announce 
late in 1972 that it would make its 
permanent headquarters in the his 
structure, the D & H and Journal 
Buildings were largely in a state of 
disrepair. Stonework from the faci 
was falling, in some places, to the 
street below and starlings had defat 
whole sections of the exterior. 


By moving day in March of 1974 
the interior had been gutted and

energy-efficient heating and air condi- 
tioning system installed, and the ex- 
terior was refurbished, which included 
the recasting and repointing of the 
gargoyles, towers, turrets and masonry 
decorations which give the building its 
distinctive appearance. 


What happened to the Lower 
Broadway area before and since the 
University employees relocated was

Financed by the Drapers’ Guild, the 

Ypres building originally served as the x 
office of the guild and as a warehouse 
and market. In World War I, Ypres 
was almost entirely destroyed by 
heavy bombardments as allied troops : 
battled to halt the German thrust 
toward the English channel and the 
Cloth Hall was among the buildings 
leveled. But after the war, Ypres arose 
from the ashes and the Cloth Hall, 
along with other historic buildings, was 
rebuilt as it had existed in the past.

Downtown Inside 
the Plaza Galléry 


One of the newest and brightest 
developments in the Downtown 
Albany arts scene is the birth and 
maturation of the Plaza Gallery, 
located in State University of New 
York’s picturesque headquarters in the 
former D & H-Albany Journal 
Building at the foot of State Street. 


The Plaza Gallery, which celebrated 
its first birthday in December, brings

The old residential neighborhoods sur- 
rounding the Empire State Plaza are 
undergoing dramatic rebirth. Since the 
completion of construction on the 
Plaza in 1976, nearby streets such as 
Hudson, Jay, Lancaster and others 
have been full of the sounds of ham- 
mers and saws.
